WEDDING GUESTS 
IN AN AMBULANCE 


Striking Livery, Drivers, by 

Threats, Fail to Prevent 

the Marriage of Miss 
Mary Farina. 


PISTOLS TO AWE PICKETS. 


Use of Carriages Refused for In- 
fant Baptisms, and Funer- 
als Again Are Inter- 

fered with. 


In an ambulance used during the week to 
carry the sick to a hospital a wedding party 
yesterday made a trip from the bride's resi- 


nols and Orleans streets. While golng from 
66 Milton avenue, where the bride resided, to 
the church, the fifteen guests twice were at- 
tacked by pickets of the striking carriage 
drivers, who were repulsed with revolvers. 
Antonio Locasio, manager for a South Wa- 
ter street commission firm, and Miss Mary 
Farina, whose father is an Insurance agent, 
were the bride and groom in the ceremony, 
which had been set for noon. Many guests 
had been invited and were at the house when 
F. F. Roberts, a liveryman at 141 Chicago 
avenue, whose carriages had been engaged, 
announced that no vehicle could be pro- 


cured, . 
Pickets Surround Dwelling. 

A score of pickets who knew of the contem- 
plated ceremony surrounded the dwelling, 
and two drivers of private carriages were 
intimidated and driven away, their occu- 
pants being forced to walk to the house. 
After much deliberation between the bride- 
groom and the liveryman the latter departed 
through a rear exit and an alley. 

An hour later the ambulance of St. Mary 
of Nazareth hospital was driven to the resi- 
dence next door, where it was backed as if 
to receive an invalid. Several pickets gath- 
ered about the vehicle but did not interfere. 
Suddenly the doors of the Farina house were 
thrown open and, led by Mr. Locasio and Mr. 
Roberts, the guests hurried toward the 
ambulance. Miss Farina, in bridal costume, 
was in the center of the party, supported by 
her father and brother. The young woman 
was weak from fright, but refused to pdst- 
pone the ceremony. 

The crowded ambulance was a block from 


ward the church before the pickets recovered 
from their surprise. Then a group huried 
after it and grasped at the bridles of the 
horses, while they ordered Driver Edward 
Schute, who was on the seat with Mr. Rob- 
erts, to abandon the rig. 


Revolver Routs Assailants, 

The exhibition of a revolver by Mr. Rob- 
erts frightened the assailants away, but at 
Sedgwi and Superior streets the ambu- 
lance again was overtaken. This time the 
men were more violent, several stones being 
thrown at the wedding party. Once more 
Mr. Roberts drew his revolver, while the 
rear door of the ambulance was opened and 
several of the wedding guests mounted the 
steps on the rear, also showing revolvers. 
The display frightened the rioters. who fled. 

The party continued to the church unmo- 
lested, where the marriage ceremony was 
performed by the Rev. G. Piccoli. The priest 
commented vigorously on the conditions 
which had brought about the unique wedding 
trip, and condemned the men who had inter- 
fered with the last rjtes of the dead. Police- 
men who were summoned to thé church es- 
corted the party to the dwelling and pre- 
vented interference by the pickets. * e 


Infants Also Strike Victims. 


Helpless infants were added to the list of 
those who suffered from the strike during the 
day, when a call was made for carriages in 
which to carry to the Roman Catholic 
churches the 375 bahles to be christened on 
Sunday. 
The call was not answered by the livery 
owners, who dared not furnish the vehicles. 
Heavily swaddled in soft clothing and 
wrapped in shawls, some of the little ones 
were borne through the streets or on the 
cars in the arms of their godmothers. The 
tiny faces were uncovered for a few min- 
utes in the churches, and then the babies 
again were enveloped in their warm gar- 
ments and taken home as they had been 
brought. 
Health of Babies Endangered. 
The chill and cloudiness of the afternoon 
made the lack of carriages a double hard- 
ship. It was, for (ge infants, their first trip 
from home. There was danger that they 
would take cold in the open air, and pre- 
cautions ‘were observed. 

In the 150 Roman Catholic churches: in 
Chicago nearly 400 babies are baptized every 
Sunday between 4 and 5 p. m. In all parts 
of the city, but especially among the foreign 
born population, where the birth rate is the 
largest, it has been the custom to have the 
rite administered at as early an age as 
possible. As soon as the child is strong 
enough to be safely carried to the church it 
receives the blessing of the priest. 

The conditions have justified the practice 
of providing carriages not only for the baby 
but for the relatives who attend the christen- 
ing. In addition to the parents, the grand- 
parents, brothers, sisters, godmother, god- 
father, and others interested in the cere- 
mony have ridden to and from the churches. 


at each baptism. 
Many Taken on Street Cars. 

“Most of the babies were brought on the 
street cars, said a priest in one of the 
largest parishes in the city. “‘ The church 
is on a car line. I cannot say whether there 
was the usual number of christenings. The 
rule is that priests are in the church between 
4 and 5 o'clock ready to administer to all 
that come. Appointments are not made in 
advance and the number varies in each 
church.“ 

At the Cathedral of the Holy Name each 
Sunday afternoon usually has seen half a 
dozen carriages waiting at the door. Soon 
after 4 o’clock yesterday a North State street 
car stopped at Superior street and a woman, 
bearing an infant and attended by friends, 
alighted. The party had not left the edifice 
when another baby hastily was carried in by 
a mother who had walked. 

The hour had nearly expired and the rite 
of baptism had been administered to half a 
dozen children when the first carriage drove 
to the church. It appeared to be a private 
conveyance, for it was of a better class than 
the street hacks. All who came to witn 
the ceremony rode in this one carriage.

With 
the treaty unratified, the United States must 
wait for an overt act by the armed forces of 
the republic of Colombia: Under ita old 
treaty this country has the ht, and, in 
fact, it becomes ‘its duty, to maintain neu- 
trality on the isthmus and to preserve peace- 
able transportation. It can go no further 
than that, however, so that during the entire 
time the treaty may be pending in the Unit- 
cd States senate this country is bound by the 
ordinary rules of international law to remain

KILLS WIFE AND SELF 


Fred Pflugradt Also Attempts to 
Shoot Baby 8 Days Old. 


TROUBLE DUE TO A PAPER 


Neighbor Beats at Door While Husband 
Commits Crimes. 


A quarrel over the possession of the comic 
supplement of a Sunday newspaper led yes- 
terday morning to the murder of Mrs. Eliza- 
beth Pflugradt by her husband, Frederick 
Pflugradt, who afterward committed suicide 
by shooting. The husband also attempted to 
slay their only child, a boy 8 days old, whom 
he had torn from the mother’s arms. 

The tragedy occurred in the rooms of the 
couple above their hardware store at 7039 
Halsted street, and while the husband was 
committing his double crime a neighbor was 
beating frantically upon the locked door of 
the bedroom in which the wife was lying, 
while a sister of Mrs. Phugradt was running 
in se of a policeman. 


Both Want Comic Section. 

The paper was delivered at 8:30 o’clock, 
and Miss Kate Cloudy, the sister who was at- 
tending the woman, took it to Mrs. Pflugradt. 
who was clasping the child in her arms. Mrs. 
Pflugradt kept only the comic section and 
asked that the rest be taken to her husband. 

The man entered the room a few minutes 
later. Holding the baby toward her hus- 
band, Mrs. Pflugradt said: 

Fred., you have not kissed our baby th 
morning.“ 

ignoring her words, the man replied gruffly: 

** Give me the funny part of that paper.” 

Miss Cloudy begged that the mother be 
allowed to keep it. The mother made the 
same request, and the baby, frightened by 
angry words, joined the quarrel by crying. 
The infant angered Pflugradt, who ordered 
his sister-in-law to leave the room. 

Begins to Beat His Wife. 

Locking the door when Miss Cloudy had 
gone, the young husband snatched away the 
paper and then threw it on the floor. 

“T’ll teach you to oppose me,“ he was 
heard to say. Then came a cry of pain and 


the husband. The mother, her babe torn 
from her arms, was dragged from the bed 


Mary Blake, who lived next door. 

While Mrs. Blake stood in the sitting room, 
helpless, Miss Cloudy ran to Sixty-ninth 
street to find a policeman. What happened 
before her return is told by Mrs. Blake, as

Elkhart Pastor Calls Waltz a 
Mile Gallop and Two Hugs. 


MAKES A UNIQUE PROPOSAL 


If Sermon Doesn't Prove His Charges He 
Will Go to Next Hop.“ 


Elkhart, Ind., Dec. 20.—[{Special,]—The 

Rev. W. W. Denham preached a sensational 
sermon at the First Christian church here 
this evening on the evils of dancing.

Washington, D. C., Dea 20.—The letter of 
Secretary Root to Senator Proctor, acting 
chairman of the committee on military af- 
fairs, dated Nov. 18 last, giving a résumé of 
the military record of Gen. Leonard Woéed 
and stating the chief considerations which 
led to his nomination as a major general, 
was made public today. After quoting from 
remarks commendatory to Gen. Wood made 
by Gens. Miles, Lawton, Graham, and For- 
sythe, the letter recites that upon these 


and similar evidences of fitness President 


McKinley appointed Capt. Wood colonel of 
the First Volunteer cavalry in May, 1808." 
The secretary also quotes from the com- 
mendations of Gens. Young, Wheeler, Sum- 
ner, and Shafter on Gen. Wood's conduct in 
the Santiago campaign, and says Gen. 
Wood's appointment as commander of the 
Santiago province appears to have been 
based upon a statement made by Gen. Shafter 
in a dispatch to the department, in which 
he said he “ thought Gen. Wood by far the 
best man to leave in command of Santiago.”’ 


High Estimate on Service. 

The secretary reviews Gen. Wood's sub- 
sequent military career, saying in this con- 
nection: “The high estimate put by the 
secretary of war upon Gen. Wood's services 
as military governor is shown in the pub- 
lished orders of the war department referring 
to the general orders of March 25, 1908, and 
July 4, 1902, which have heretofore been pub- 
lished.”’ 

The secretary adds that the opinions ex- 
pressed in those orders also were the opinions 
of both presidents under whom the service 
was rendered, saying: 5 

Upon a review of Gen. Wood's entire mili- 
tary record, I think it fair to say that no offi- 
cer of the American army below the grade of 
major general has held more rtant com- 
mands, rendered more dis hed service, 
or demonstrated to a higher degree the. pos- 
session of the qualities which fit a man to 
render valuable services to the country as a 
major general.“ | 

Demanded by Sound Policy. 

In speaking of the principles which hesaye 
sound policy requires the president to follow 
in making appointments, the secretary says: 

The law which recognizes seniority alone 
as the title to promotions up to the grade of 
colonels abandons that rule when it deals 
with general officers and imposes upon the 
president the duty of selecting the best men 
for generals without expressing any limita- 
tion upon the classe from which he is to make 
the selection.” 


To Reward Good Service. 


The secretary adds that when such a seleo- 
tion is to be made two different considera- 
tions always present themsel to the ap- 
pointing mind—one a desire to a bong 
and meritorious service, the other to secure 
the best possible man. He says considera- 
tions do not always coincide, pointing to the 
same man. Continuing, he says: 

“The appropriate reward of honor fre- 
quently comes to our officere when their 
careers are about to close—when they have 

the period of initiative, of ambition, 
and strenuous exertion, and have come to 
the period of comparative repose. An army, 
of whose genera) officers are selected for 
the purpose of conferring rewarda, and thus 
having at its head a constantly shifting 
body of general officers, none of whom has 
more than a few years to serve, and all or 
nearly all of them are just closing their 
careers and resting upon their laurels, can- 
not possibly reach the highest standard of 
efficiency. 
Need for Live“ Army. 

To have a live army, which keeps abreast 
of the times, in a constant state of prep- 
aration, and ready to meet emergencies with 
the greatest activity and force, we 
must have a reasonable proportion of 
its general officers selected from the 
men in the prime of life, with ca- 
reers to make, with ambitions, energy, ini- 
tative, and whose service will be long 
enough to maintain continuity of policy and 
sustained effort in working out ideas which 
require time for their accomplishment. 

Previous rank,“ continues the 
“is of little consequence provided the serv- 
ice shall have been long enough to furnish 
the requisite experience and make the dem- 
onstration of capacity certain.“ hy!

COUDERT DEAD 


NEW YORK LAWYER DIES AT NA- 
TONAL CAPITAL. 


* 


Succumbs to Heart Trouble at Wash- 
ington, D. C., Where He Had Gone in 
Hope to Escape the Colder Climate 
of His Home City—Had Been Lead- 
ing Member of Gotham Bar for Many 

Tears and an Active Supporter of 

the Democratic Party. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 20.—Frederic R. 
Coudert, the well known lawyer of New 
York City, died here today from an affec- 
tion of the heart with which he had suf- 
fered for several years. He was 71 years 
old. Mr. Coudert, with his wife and an un- 
married daughter, was spending the winter 
in Washington, where he hoped to escape 
the severity of the climate of the more 
northern city. 

In addition to the members of his imme- 
diate household, there were with him when 
the end came Mrs. Fred Benedict of New 
York, a widowed daughter, and Mrs. J. B. 
Bellinger, a ed daughter. 
R. Coudert Jr., a son, is expected here to- 
night from the south. ; 


End’ of Successful Career. 


Mr. Coudert was born in New York City 
on March 31, 1832. He finished his education 
at Columbia college in 1850. Three years 
later he was admitted to the bar and wasa 
member of the law firm of Coudert Bros. 
from 1858 until the time of his death. His 
father had an adventurous career in the 
army of Napoleon Bonaparte. 

For many years Mr. Coudert’s legal practice 
brought him wealthy clients, including large: 
corporations and several European govern- 
ments. His powers as a lawyer were due to 
a number of qualities, any one of which would 
have insured success. He was a convincing 
advocate. before a jury and brought to the 
legal profession a vigorous mind reinforced 
by deep study. 

Active in Political Life. 


Mr. Coudert declined every invitation to 
enter public life, although for many years 
he was a leader in the democratic party. He 
was a stanch supporter of Samuel J. Tilden, 
Mayor Grace, and Grover Cleveland. He was 
especially active in the Hayes-Tilden cam- 
paign in 1876, when he was sent to Louisiana 
as the legal ‘representative of his party, 
Again in 1884 he took a prominent part in the 
presidential campaign. 

Mr. Coudert held many positions of public 
trust and responsibility during his career, 
He was for three years one of the govern- 
ment directors of the Union Pacific railway. 
He was a trustee of Columbia university and 
of Barnard college. He was made an LL. D. 
by Columbia and received the cross of the 
Legion of Honor from France.

PANAMA, Dec. 20.—Serious trouble is re- 
ported in the Darien district in Colombia, 
Americans who arrived there today were 
given notice by the Colombian officials to 
leave in twenty-four hours. 

A correspondent at Colon telegraphs that 
a French steamer arriving from Cartagena 
reports that 200 Colombian troops have 
landed at Isla Hinas, on the Atlantic side of 
the isthmus. Thesteamer Martinique, which 
arrived here tonight from Savanilla, brings 
news that two battalions of Colombian 
troops have left Savanilla for Quided. 

The military expedition which was to have 
left this morning for the gulf of Darien was 
detained by orders from Rear Admiral Glass, 
who has been unable to obtain reliable in- 
formation as to the supposed movement of 
Colombian troops. The reports that have 
been received by the rear admiral are con- 
flicting, and many of them have received no 
credence. When tangible information is ob- 
tained the expedition will proceed. 


May Accept the Situation. 
A passenger on the Martinique declares 
that everything is quiet at Savanilla, and 


that there is a growing feeling on the part 


of the people of the department of Bolivar to 
accept the situation on the isthmus. 

It is reported that President Marroquin re- 
cently sent this cablegram to Gen. Reyes at 
Washington:

FEDERATION DEBATES RESOLU- 
TION FOR AN INQUIRY. 


\ 
Declared That Second Rate Politicians 
Are Corrupting the Department and 
That Chief Tried to Evade Civil 
Service Law—Latter Involves Story 
of Son’s Getting Certificate Before 
Reaching Age of 21—Denial by 


Civil Service Reform league for presentation 


Yesterday's disclosures in regard to the

Effort Fails to Secure Appointment of 
Committee to Gather Evidence 
Against the “Man Back of the 
Gambling Trust”—Oharges Made 
That the Present Investigation Is 
“Letting Big Fish Go”—Proposition 
Is Raised by Teamster Delegates. 


Gambling has become so prevalent among 
the wage earners of the city that teamsters, 
delegates to the Chicago Federation of 
Labor, yesterday attempted to get that body 
to investigate “the ramifications of the 
gambling trust and gather sufficient evi- 
dence to warrant criminal action against 
the men back of it. | 

The effort stirred the meeting and in the 
heated debate that followed the city council 
* graft committee was assailed. Charges 
were made that it is letting the big fish 
go and trying to reach men who have 
reformed aud are living on $18 a week. 
Propheci ere made that the final result 
will be a dirty ending and ugly accusations 


against. all concerned. 


Resolution Arouses Speakers. 

The resolution which caused the trouble 
was as follows: 

Whereas, There is a general opinion prevailing 
that there is a gambling trust existing, whose 
ramifications extend even to the city hall, and 
that there is good reason to believe from all reports 
that the powers that be are protecting this trust 
in its nefarious work; and, 


Whereas, There is untold misery existing in many 
families of the city due to the fact that the money 
which should be given to their support is lost in 
these brace games; and, 

Whereas, The Chicago Federation of Labor is in 
duty bound not only to protect its aMfiliated mem- 
bers in a question of hours and wages but to 

them from any and all attempts to fleece 
them of their hard earned wages, and with that 
end in view be it 

Resolved, That the president appoint a commit- 
tee to investigate the conditions that obtain in this 
city and report their finding to this body for future 


Would Keép Out of Trouble. 


The finst speaker to attack this was games 
Linehan of the carpenters, who toox the 
stand that the federation had enpugh to do 
in labor matters without trying to save 
“the sucker who goes against the brace 


games. 
“If you take this up you will be the tail 
to the akdermanio committee,” he said. 
„Already some of the reformers are ac- 
cused of being grafters. In one corner of 
the city hall ts a crowd trying to find out 
what graft means, and in another is a crowd 
fleecing the public of its birthright. 

I have heard that ata recent meeting in 
Willard hall, called to regulate the morals 


of the city, one of the speakers, Dr. Hirsch, 


a man above reproach, declared that the 
men caught with guns in their hands hold- 
ing up citizens should be shot. From this 
I wish to point out something to you. 
What men like he can do, we cannot. In- 
vestigations he can conduct we cannot. Let 
us keep out of this investigation, for there 
will be a dirty end to it.” 


R. G. Wall Makes Charges. 


The opposite view was taken by R. G, 
Wall of the bridgemen, who the 
resolution. 

I belfeve it our duty to take up this mat- 
ter,“ he shouted. Heaven alone knows how 
much, money has been used by the graft 
committee to get at a few men who have re- 
formed and now are making $18 a week. 
They have failed and, above all, have not 
gotten to the root of the trouble—the trust. 

“T believe, and I think I can prove, that 
the tickers were taken out to give the trust 
a better hold on the gambling of the city. 
I am not a reformer, but do not believe in 
standing idle and let men be fleeced out of 
their last cent. The trade unionists are hav- 
ing it done, and are losing in five minutes 
what it took them a week to earn.“ 

Others spoke, and, the meeting decided to 
lay the resolution on the table. Its pro- 
moters will bring it up again next session. 

| Favors “ Fighting.” 
Organizer J. J. Fitzpatrick, in his regular 
report, asserted that the federation had been 
a voluntary body long enough, and that in the 
future it should be made a fighting institu- 
tion. Last summer this suggestion was 
greeted with cheers, but yesterday the mem-. 
bers listened to it listlessly and put the report 
on Ale.

The cudgek of defense used by Sir Charles 
Dilke against the statement of Hill was made 
by his long experience in Australia, where 
compulsory arbitration has become an ac- 
cepted principle of both labor and capital. 
It is the belief of all the best authorities 
in the country,“ he wrote, that the unions, 
working with the masters, are the accompani- 
ment of the best conditions of industry pre- 
vailing in the best trades. The industrial 
supremacy of this country could not but be in 
time surpassed by the newly increasing su- 
premacy of the United States.“ 

Sir Charles denied that labor unions have 
injured Great Britain, and declared it has 
maintained a constant improvement of its in- 
dustrial position far longer that he deemed 


posible, 
Unjust Wages the Cause. 

The views of the communists on the point 
at issue were stated by Edward Carpenter 
as follows: 

It is easy to prove that when the work- 
ing masses get in wages the full value of 
the goods they produce industrial depression 
practically cannot occur. Other causes are 
only supplementary and only modify the 
root cause, they cannot seriously affect it.“ 


Needs Three Books to Tell Views. 


Prince Kropotkin informed the federation 
that when he found time he would write a 
book on the subject, and summed up his idea 
of the proposition by saying: 

Several books would be required to rep- 
resent the problem of today from the differ- 
ent points of view, and one would be abso- 
lutely necessary to give a history of the 
growth of labor in America, written by an 
American thoroughly acquainted with the 
American movement.” 

The investigator received more satisfaction 
from Ernest H. Crosby. Among the many 
points he brought out the following bears 
directly on the one at issue: 

“TI believe that industrial arise 
from a defective distribution of the products 


‘of labor. Whenever the producers of wealth 


receive bach the full value of the products 
they are entitled to this condition of affairs 
causes good times.“ As trade unions direct- 
ly tend toward this end I regard them not 
as a cause of panics but as a safeguard 
them.” 
William Lloyd Garrison announced that he 
“ believes as Henry George did,” and George 
Francis Train advised the workingmen to 
“break the two prevailing parties and get 
their dues. Tolstoi and Louis Deveroux 
sent letters, but they have not been trans- 
lated as yet and so were not included in the 


Report of the Committee. 
Out of all this the federation committee, 
which consisted of T. P. Quinn, Charles V. 
Peterson, and Robert G. Wall, drew up the 
following report: 
Here we have the practical knowledge of 
a John Burns, as well as the scholastic in- 
vestigations and conclusions of Edward Car- 
penter, E. H. Crosby, and Prof. Herron—all 
agreeing on the great primary catise—in- 
equitable distribution of wealth. Whether 
it be a Gompers, the trade unionist: Law- 
rerice M. Purdy, the single taxer; or Edward, 
Carpenter, the communist, all point with pos- 
itive assurance to the one great cause. 
We, therefore, recommend, first, that the 
American Federation of Labor publish in 
pamphlet form all ‘the correspondence, and 
that each local union take it up and discuss it. 
Second, that the American Federation of 
Labor appeal to congress to have all land le- 
gally held by individuals and corporations 
reclaimed by the government and held for 
actual settlement under the jurisdiction of 
the general land office. That it ask for ade- 
quate appropriation to reclaim all desert and 
swamp lands for distribution under the 
homestead law. . 
“Third, that each state federation be 
urged to secure state laws making home rule 
in all municipalities within the states to in- 
clude the right to raise revenue in their own 


way. 
This report was enthusiastically adopted 
by the federation.

First Thought to Be a Joke.

The jewels were not missed for 
some time, as the furniture in the room had 
not been disturbed, and no other property 
was taken.

»The analysis of the figures in the state- 
ment of mortality,“ says the bulletin, in- 
dicates clearly that the weather and & 
posure to it at football games, during the 
street car strike, In Christmas shopping, etc., 
is mainly responsible for the increase.

consumption, and pneumonia.”

The isthmus is an independent state, Its 
government has been recognized by this 
country, by France, Germany 7 Russia, and 
Italy. It will continue to be independent. 
The United States is bound and has the right 
under the treaty of 1846 to keep traffic open 
across the isthmus and prevent fighting 
there, The United States will discharge this 
duty and avail itself of this right; therefore 
Panama will not be resubjugated by Colom- 
bia. The pew republic possesses the canal 
strip, and offers to Mlinquish it to us on 
terms highly advantageous to both contrect- 
ing parties. What good will it do us to re- 
fuse the offer? None, but a great deal of 
harm. What good will it do Panama to re- 
fuse to make the offer?

If he wishes to ha ve 
Panama and Colombia fight it dut and the 
stronger win, let him persuade congress to 
direct the president to take the necessary 
steps for the abrogation of the treaty of 
1846. Senator Hoar has a choice among 
three courses, unless he is content merely to 
talk himself out and then subside without 
doing anything. The first course is the wis- 
est, fairest, and most satisfactory. Prob- 
ably, therefore, Senator Hoar will choose 
one of the other two.

It is a singular fact that for the last seventy 
years the speakers of the house of commons 
have all been liberals, this being due to the 
fact that the liberals were usually in office 
when the chair was vacant. . It is a matter 
of etiquette that as long as the speaker of- 
fers himself for reélection on the opening of 
a new parliament he should be accepted with- 
out any contest, even if he belongs to the 
party which is in opposition--that is to say, 


contests for the speakership are relatively 
rare, and the last five or six speakers of the 
house of commons have in each instance 
when first elected been chosen without any 
opposition, 

In the event of Speaker Gully resigning 
before the dissolution of parliament the next 
speaker will be nominated by the conserva- 
tives, who are now in power, and would 
be a tory. but if Mr. Gully defers his retire- 
ment until after the dissolution and merely 
announces when the next. parliament meets 
that he does not offer himself for re#ieétion, 
and if the Wherals were to have carried the 
day at the polls and to have a majority in the 
new house, the next speaker would undoubt- 
edly be once more a liberal. .

The speaker of the English house of com - 
mons is a magnificent functionary, and has 
sometimes been declared to be the most pow- 


erful personage of the British empire, for the | 


latter is governed by parliament, represent- 
ing the will of the people, and by ministers of 
state, representing the majority of votes in 
the house of commons, and it is the speaker 
who is the supreme authority of the latter. 
He can suspend a member, he can step the 
prime minister on a point of procedure, he 
can close a debate, he can decide the most | 
momentous constitutional questions by a 


few words spoken in private conference, he | 


can overrule the cabinet on points which 
may be vital to its poliey, and which may 
either enhance or discredit the authority of 
the house, and it is he alone who determines 
who is to speak and who is to remain silent, 
no secretary of state, not even the first lord 
of the treasury, who holds the title of leader 
of the house, or the premier, if he happens 
to be a member of the lower chamber, being 
able to address a single remark in parliament 
without having previously obtained the per- 
mission of the first commoner in the land by 
means of the peculiar process known as 
“catching the speaker’s eye.” 
— 

There is no optic in the world that has 
played so important a part in history as the 
eye of the speaker. Its power and rights are 
not based on any written law, dut on long 
established custom and tradition. Often sev- 
eral members rise in their places at one and 
the same time, endeavoring to arrest the 
wandering optic of the speaker, and it is then 
free to that august functionary to make his 
selection and to indicate the member who has 
permission to speak. While he generally 


about to address the house for the first time, 
yet he is so impartial in the performance 
of this particular duty that, within the mem- 
ory of the present generation at any rate, 
no speaker of the house of commons has yet 
been taxed with unfairness. ‘ 

Of course this extremely antiquated method 
is attended by many disadvantages, and it 
often happens that members are prevented 
from addressing the house for weeks to- 
gether and debarred from taking any part 
in the debate owing to the failure to catch 
the speaker's eye. Under the circumstances 
failing eyesight is an almost insuperable bar 
to the retention of the speakership. The first

The mace, which occupies so prominent a 
position on the table of the house of commone 
when the speaker is in the chair, which is car- 
ried before him by the sergeant at arms in 
his processions to and from the chamber, 
which is ignominiously placed under the table 
in the house of commons on the death or 
resignation of the speaker, as well as at the 
commencement of every new parliament 
until the speaker is elected, is not, as s many 
people suppose, an emblem of authority vest- 
ed by the house in Its presiding officer, but is 
a token of the authority intrusted to the 
speaker by the crown, and the permanent 
presence of a member of the royal household 
in the person of one of the king’s sergeants 
at arms in attendance on the speaker is a 
further indication of the fact that, theo- 
retically at any rate, the powers enjoyed by 
the speaker are derived from the sovereign 
rather than from parliament, and in this con- 
nection it may be added that at the close of 
every session of the house the mace is duly 
surrendered by the speaker to the king’s 
sergeant at arms and deposited by the latter 
in the foyal treasury, now known as the 
jewel house,” in the tower of London. 


> 
The office of speaker carries with it a mag- 
nificent official residence in the northern 


bright and lofty rooms being lighted with 
great windows looking out on to the Thames, 
In addition to this residence, which is fur- 
nished and maintained for him at publie ex- 
pense, the speaker receives a salary of $30,000 
a year, besides most generous allowances. 
When the house is in session the speaker 
gives a series of official banquets and levees. 
These are stately affairs, and the men who 
attend them are expected to appear either 
in uniform or in court dress, the ordinary 
evening dress being strictly tabooed. 
25 himself receives his guests in a 
black court suit and steel hilted sword. and 
is attended by his train bearer, his purse 
bearer, his gentleman in waiting, his chap- 
lain, and by the king’s sergeant at arms. 
The banquets take place in the great dining 
room, the windows of which look out to the 
north, and from them may be seen the long 
stretch of the Thames embankment with

That Germany has no intention of inter- 
fering in the Panama situation, either by in- 
tervention or by an exhibition of sympathy, 
inducing the Colombians to make a stand 
against the United States, is evidenced in an 
interview with the chancellor of the empire, 
count von Bülow, granted to L. Asch, editor 
of the Continental Correspondence, pub- 
lished in Berlin, a copy of which yesterday 
was received in Chicago. The statement has 
all the effect of an official announcement of 
the policy of the kalser's government. It is 
as follows: ‘ 

“I remember well enough that.“ said the 
chancellor, “In the end of June, when the 
Venezuela complication gave rise to some 
vague conjectures, I had an opportunity of 
giving you an idea of Germany’s dealings 
with the American republics. Then I used 
the formula: ‘In the new world we have no 
political aspirations whatever.” Now you 
may be sure that this explanation holds good 
for the present juncture as it did six monthe 
ago, and as it will do say ten years hence. 


Alarmist Reports Are Unfounded. 

From this alone you will conclude,” con- 
tinued the statement, that the so-called 
news about sympathetic manifestations by 
the German government in favor of Colombia 
are manufactured from the whole cloth. 
Such a demonstration of sympathies would 
involve a kind of intervention which could 
have a sense only under the presupposition 
that Germany had some set purpose in Amer- 
lea and wanted to acquire a footing for it 
somewhere in the new world.

dealers were immediately besieged by buyers 
Who sought coal as a substitute fuel. All 
rail anthracite was in active demand to meet 
this emergency, and, it is probable, will be 
used in the future to a large extent in place 
of natural gas. Dealers outside of Chicago 
in dock territory have not yet begun to order 
freely, most of this business being confined 
to one and two carlot orders, with an oc- 
casional order for five cars, which about rep- 
‘resents the maximum of demand from any 
one source in that quarter. All raij trade to 
the south and southwest, however, has shown 
considerable improvement. Deliveries of all 
rail coal since the close of navigation have not 
been heavy, but as there considerable of 
this coal in transit, due to arrive between 
now and the first of the year, there is no 
prospect of any shortage of supplies of any 
consequence. In all probability the nearest 
approach to a famine has been experienced 
during the present week, when for one or 
two days supplies were light. Even these 
conditions, however, did not approach those 
prevailing a year ago at this time, and most 
dealers who could not get coal promptly had 
sufficient in their yards or on track to meet 
their immediate and most urgent require- 
ments, 

Prices on anthracite coal are being well 
maintained. Some “ private coal continues 
to be received by Chicago and other western 
jobbers, but for the most part they are ob- 
taining the full circular prices. 


Outlook Good in Metals. 

Except in pig iron,” says the Iron and 
Machinery World, the market lacks ine 
terest. It is a season of perplexity to the 
buyers, if not to the sellers, and the extended 
deliberations of the latter in New York this 
week indicate that the solution of market 
issues is not easy for the producers. -That 
a whole lot of new businessis tied up, waiting 
for something substantial and permanent in 
the matter of quotations, is becoming evident. 
It is illustrated this week in pig iron, the 
prices of which are believed by the trade 
generally to be close to easth, if not, indeed, 
plowing up furrows in the subcost soil. Foun- 
drymen are commonly reporting this week 
that their own trade is materially improved. 
Inquiries for castings are larger and the out- 
look fog activity decidedly more encouraging. 
The reason is obvious. The final consumer 
has himself become convinced that prices are 
now down close to the minimum and he is 
prepared to place his orders. 

“But in steel and in the various unfin- 
ished products there lurk uncertainty and 
qualms, and the sensitive spirit of trade has 
taken its flight till conditions are more pro- 
pitious. In some lines there must soon be 
an end to the delays and irresolution. The 
maker of implements who markets his prod- 
ucts, say, July 1, may postpone until Jan. 1 
the commencement of manufacture, where 
ordinarily he might start up in October, but 
he cannot put off the initial moment of ac- 
tivity until April 1, for sufficient time would 
not remain for him to manufacture enough 
goods. There has been much of this kind 
of delay for the last three or six months, 
but traveling men who have been visiting 
the scores of manufacturers of medium size 
throughout the west and exchanging opin- 
ions and views with them say that in Janu- 
ary there must of necessity be large gains in 
the purchase of iron and steel material from 
that class of customers. They have been 
waiting patiently week after week and 
month after month for an expected reduc- 
tion in prices, and, while they may be un- 
reconciled to present levels, they must soon 
buy or go out of business. The aggregate 
of trade this week has been moderate.

It was given a decided help in its 
upward tendency toward the end of the week 
by a sudden increase in the export demand, 
sales reported on two days, Thursday and 
Friday, amounting to over 1,000,000 bu. 


| Bad Weather in Argentina. 

There had been more reports of damage to 
the Argentine crop by rains and frost in 
different sections, a fact which was supposed 
to have given European buyers a little more 
concern about the sufficiency of future sup- 
plies. The Liverpool market was apparently 
indifferent to the advances on this side, but 
it was a noteworthy fact that most of the 
cash buying was said to be for the united 
kingdom. Practically all of the export busi- 
ness was in hard winter wheats trom gulf 
ports, which were still going at prices rela- 
tively no higher than when.the May price 
in Chicago was several cents lower, about 
76c f. o. b. Galveston. But the fact that the 
wheat is to go out of the country had more 
effect than the question of the price, and in 
spite of the large movement of southwestern 
wheat during the week and in fact from the 
first of the crop year, it is going out of Kan- 
sas City as fast as it is coming in, and even 


faster, as stocks now are smaller than they. 


were on Aug. 1. ° | 
The fact that Armour has been a large 
buyer of cash wheat in the southwest is 
coupled by many with the increased export 
business, as an incident of the bull campaign, 
a determination to make prices attractive to 
foreigners and keep the wheat moving out of 
the country until the situation develops in 
the spring the great scarcity of wheat, which 
the bulls are all counting upon. There is still 
a good deal of uncertainty about southwest- 
ern supplies, some advices claiming two- 
thirds of the Kansas crop has been moved 
and others that about two-thirds is stil in 
farmers’ hands, at least in that section of the 
state which raised the big crop this year. 


Theories as to Supplies. 
It has been claimed that the recent heavy 
movement was simply the result of a sud- 
den supply of cars in western Kansas, which 
had removed the wheat lying on the ground 
and stored in country houses, a that the 
movement would soon dropoff. T theory 
has been given appearance of credibility at 


least by the dropping off in the Kansas City 


receipts the latter part of the week. Re- 
ceipts in the northwest continue consider- 
ably smaller t a year ago, and there is 
less disagreement in that section on the 
proposition that there is likely to be diffi- 
culty in getting’ enough wheat to grind be- 
fore the end of the crop year. Receipts 
are also much smaller in Manttoba. 

The flour situation for the present is less 
urgent than it has been. The flour demand 


is usually dull just before the holidays, and 
this year is no exception. Minneapolis mills 


report a much lighter demand, and while 
they are sold ahead they have difficulty in 
getting shipping directions, in consequence 
of which some of the mills have closed down. 

The bull movement last week was helped 
by reports of low water in the sea of Azoff, 
which would affect the Russian shipments, 
and by predictions of war between Russia 
and Japan. The Argentine situation was 
mixed, but there were claims Friday and 
Saturday that the weather there was im- 
proving and that shipments,would be heavy 
by February. Australian reports continue 
to tell of fine harvest weather and record 
breaking yields. 

Corn Showing Strength. 

A number of influences have combined to 
instill a moderate degree of strength into the 
corn market. The market has seemed to 
work steadily upward, but speculative trade 
on the whole has been so dull and the bears 
who have been so successful on the long de- 
cline and are still apparently no less confident 
of their position, have fought the advance 
and kept it within moderate limits, the net 
gain for the week only %c. The close, how- 
ever, was at the top, at 44c for May, and the 
best price Which has been reached in many 
weeks. The bull has had the help of more 
state reports estimating the yield in some 
cases at figures considerably below the total 
suggested by the latest government reports, 
For the six states of Illinois, Nebraska, Iowa, 
Kansas, Missouri, and Ohio, a total yield 
is suggested of 74,000,000 bu less than shown 
by the government figures, which indicated a 
falling off of over 300,000,000 bu from the 
crop of 1902 in those states. 

Corn has not been grading well, although 
the cold weather early in the week caused 
some improvement and scattered reports are 
coming from various sections of corn being 
in poor condition because of the excessive 
amount of moisture. A good many operators 
believe that corn which went into winter 
quarters in this condition will come out of 
them in the spring in bad shape, and that 
a bullish situation will develop then. For 
the present the light movement and the feed- 
ing demand for corn in some of the western 
states at higher prices than the Chicago 
basis have encouraged buying. The export 
and shipping demand have been dull, but the 
east is beginning to take corn from here for 
all rail shipment, and the last few days the 
seaboard has reported large sales for export, 
the increased foreign demand due to a failing 
off in the offerings from Argentina and light 
stocks abroad. | 

More Life in Oats. 

The oats market was considerably stronger 
toward the close of the week than earlier, 
May getting up to 37%c on Saturday, as 
against sales at 80% at the beginning. As 
a whole, however, there was more dullness 


‘than activity in the speculative situation. 


While there was fairly steady com- 
mission house buying throughout the week 
it was much more pronounced toward the 
close and the pit impression was also that 
some of the heavier holders had added to 
their lines. Local receipts for the week were 
1,067,300 bu, as against shipments of 672,300 
bu, the figures suggesting more of an accom- 
modation than took place the previous week.

WAR CLOUD AFFECTS STOCKS. 


Fear of Developments in the Far East 
and Approach of Christmas 
Are Depressing. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ]

LONDON, Dec. 20.—The war cloud in the 

far east is viewed with apprehension on the 
stock exchange, and to it was mainly due the 
lack of activity in business the last week. 
The other contributing causes were the near 
approach of the Christmas holidays and 
money uncertainties. Only one incident oc- 
curred to impart anything like interest to an 
otherwise dull week, but that caused an 
angry discussion, and called into question 
the reliability of the official list furnished by 
the stock exchange committee. 


At the beginning of the week Brush Electric 
second debenture stock stood at 84 to 8D. 
Business in this stock has been practically at 
a standstill for months. A seller of second 
debenture stock came into the market on 
Monday and found himself unable to get a 
bid. The various dealers to whom he applied 
said they had no buyers and didn’t want the 
stock themselves. Eventually, however, he 
was offered” 65, and, his client agree- 
ing to accept that pricey the quotation 
in the official list was lowered from 86% to 
65.67. The deal was duly recorded on the 
marking board in the house, apd the same 
afternoen buyers tried to find out who 
bought the stock with a view of bidding a 
little over 65, but without success.

The following day there was a warm dis- 
cussion about the price, and it was said the 
stock had been sold far below its actual value. 
Finally a price near 80 was offered and ac- 
cepted as a quotation in the official list, it 
being put up again to 78.85, where it still 
stands. The Economist says in out of the 
way stocks, examples of which the official 
list may be said to contain scores, the real 
price cannot be determined until it comes to 
actual dealing, and this is one reason why 
so many quotations are listed at margins 
between the buying and selling prices which 
appear wide, even to absurdity. 


} — 
An advance in the bank rate from 4 per 
cent is no longer considered a possibility, due 
to the fact that purchases of gold in the Lon- 
don market on American account are ren- 
dered no longer profitable by the advance in 
the New York exchange price. Gold conse- 
quently declined, and the only buyer at the 
moment is the Bank of England. Early in the 
week loan rates showed an easier tendency, 
but have since tightened up, as already the 
end of the year's requirements are beginning 
to make themselves felt. Though a fair busi- 
ness in discounts has been done the pressure 
would have been more marked only for the 
fact that the bank appears to have been let- 
ting out money by taking back some of the 
stock on which money recently was bor- 
rowed.

FRIENDS SUBE HE WIIL TAKE 
BOARD OF TRADE NOMINATION, 


Alderman Himself Says Question Is 
Still Undecided—Talk of Another’ 
Candidate to Represent ‘Adminis- 
tration—Members of Winning Ele- 
ment in Caucus Scout Charge That 
Meeting Was “ Packed” and Deny 
Action Was Contrary to Precedent, 


Friends of Ald. William S. Jackson say he 
surely will accept the nomination for pregi- 
dent of the board of trade. 

The alderman himself last night said he 
was undecided, but his friends have no doubt 
of their ability to persuade him. They add 
that he will receive from two-thirds to three- 
fourths of the votes of the board at the elee- 
tion in January. 

More liberal methods that will result in an, 
increase in the business of the board is the 
promise of the faction that nominated Ald. 
Jackson in the caucus on Saturday. That 
this liberal policy may be detrimental to 
some of the reform measures that were in 
stituted four years ago, and were chiefly di- 
rected against trading in puts and calls and 
wer shops, is the fear of the ocher ele- 
men 

opposition Candidate Likely. 

Ex-President William S. Warren, who issued 
a statement to the effect that the caucus was 
packed, had nothing to add to that state- 
ment. It is regarded as likely, however, that 
there will be a candidate in opposition to Mr. 
Jackson. Whether the candidate will be 
President R. G. Chandler is not known. 

Jerome G. Steever, who acted as chairmaa 

of the caucus, said last night that as far as 
he was concerned the affair was ended. 

“I am out of board of trade politics,” eaid 
he. “I have not been asked to take any 
steps with reference to the caucus. A change 
in the president of the board of trade might 
mean @ change of the present policy of oppo- 
sition to trading in puts and calls and bucket 
shops. The present administration went into 
Office four years ago at a time when condi- 
tions were deplorable, and immediately be- 
came a reform administration. It would be 
a matter of regret if that policy were 
changed. 

I have known for some time that certain 
of my friends considered me timber for the 
position of president of the board of trade,” 
said Ald. Jackson, but I have repeatediy 
told them that I did not have the time to de- 
vote to the office. As to the caucus being 
packed, I do not see how that could be, It 
was an open caucus and the majority con- 
trolled.“ 

As noted in the foregoing, Ald. Jackson’ + 
friends assert with confidence that he will 
be a candidate. 

There is not the slightest doubt on that 
point,“ said 8. H. Woodbury. “As to his 
future policy, he is committed to none. He 
will be for whatever policy is to the best 
Interests of the board. What we want is to 
get business. We shall be just as much op- 
posed to bucket shops as the present admin- 
istration. Regarding trading in puts and 
calls, I think the present law should be re- 

pealed. There is no law against puts end 
calls in other states.” 
Warren's Charges Denied. 

As to the charge that the caucus was 
packed and that it is unprecedented for those 
opposed to an administration candidate te 
control a regular caucus, a supporter of Ald, 
Jackson said: 

“These statements are ridiculous. The 
caucus hardly could have been packed by the 
opposition, because none but the friends of 
the administration knew it would be called 
until it was announced an hour in advance. 
The overwhelming vote for Mr. Jackson 
simply shows the unanimity of the member~- 
ship in desiring a change in some of the 

policies of the board. 

“ As for precedent we have only to go back 

one year to find one. Charlies H. ReQua wae 
the candidate of the administration forces 
last year, but there was a feeling of opposi- 
tion to Mr. ReQua, for no other reason than 
his friendly relations with President A. L 
Valentine of the Armour Grain company, 
and the members swamped the administra- 
tion and forced the nomination of Mr. Chan- 
dler.
